AN OPPORTUNITY 
by Cart H. Mita, Secretary, American Library Association 


Ix 1917-18 AmeERIcAN LIBRARIANS MET the challenge of the war 
emergency, and did their bit. It seems to me that we have another 
challenge in 1931-32. 

Some men believe that this country and the world face greater 
dangers now than during the World War. President Angell of Yale 
is quoted as having said in his annual matriculation address: “It is un- 
fortunately all too obvious that we are living in a world shaken by 
fear and harassed with anxiety . . . When food is plentiful while 
men are starving, when raw materials are rotting in warehouses while 
millions of men are unemployed, the whole social order is challenged 
to consider whether men or materials are to be supreme and whether 
the conception of the brotherhood of man is the most bitter of purely 
ironic jests, or a serious ideal.” Another educator, with profound 
seriousness, said to a group of his colleagues last week, “Gentlemen, 
our civilization is standing on the brink of hell.” 

Whether we agree or not with these and others who have made 
similar statements, we must, I think, conclude that something is wrong 
with the world, and that we, in our library work, must take cognizance 
of that fact. 

Long breadlines in the shadows of well-filled granaries suggest that 
our methods of distribution are not working satisfactorily. When a 
dozen countries go off the gold basis while at least two other countries 
have more gold than they need, one inevitably asks whether the 
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world’s financial machinery is what it should be. Riots in the big 
cities of this and other countries, bank failures by the score, stories 
of children fainting in school from hunger, make us all wonder about 
‘the ethics of our economic and social order. 

A writer in the New York Times says: “It is not only economists 
who are studying a situation full of perplexing technicalities; the 
public has been taking lessons in political economy.” 

It is the librarian’s privilege to promote intelligent thinking on cur- 
rent questions. This should be possible without sentimentality and 
without any overstatement of our capacity to contribute to the solu- 
tion of the problems. It can certainly be done without the librarians’ 
being committed to any particular theory. Weare in a strategic posi- 
tion. Our whole history is one of non-partisanship in public affairs. 
We believe that every public question deserves a hearing. We can 
promote the use of books on the various aspects of our social and 
economic problems without being charged with propaganda. Surely 
it would mean something if libraries, by a new emphasis, could stimu- 
late the reading of thought-provoking books on these subjects by a 
million, or even a hundred thousand, men and women during the next 
year. 

We present below what is intended to be the first of a series of 
short lists on current questions. This list on unemployment is the 
result of inquiries made by the assistant in adult education in connec- 
tion with a proposed Reading with a Purpose course. Librarians, 
economists, labor leaders, and others, choosing from a suggested 
list, gave these twelve books the most commendation. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


These books were selected from a list of twenty, by twenty-two economists and labor 
authorities, and an equal number of readers’ advisers, as being sound in method and factual 
presentation, interesting to the general reader, not too technical for laymen, and not too 
expensive. They are given here in the order of preference. 

Four books in this issue of the Booklist should be noted in connection with this list: 
The epic of America by Adams, Poverty in plenty by Hobson, Unemployment insurance in 
Great Britain by Gilson, and American economic history, revised edition, by Faulkner.

ONE OF THE MOST SIGNIFICANT PUBLICATIONS for the library pro- 
fession since Mr. Learned’s The American public library and the

AN ARRESTING OPPORTUNITY for librarians is presented by the fol- 
lowing announcement. A program of radio addresses consisting of 
two series of lectures, one on economics, the other on psychology, is 
announced, sponsored by the National Advisory Council on Radio in 
Education, 60 East Forty-second Street, New York City. The ad- 
dresses are to be broadcast through the courtesy of the National 
Broadcasting Company weekly on Saturday evenings, from 8:30 to 
9:00 Eastern Standard time, beginning October 17. The half hour 
broadcast will be divided into two fifteen minute periods so that a 
lecture in each series may be presented each week. There will be thirty 
lectures in each series. The first ten addresses in the economics series 
will deal with the causes of the business depression and possible ways 
out. Some of the speakers are Edwin F. Gay of Harvard, H. G. 
Moulton and E. G. Nourse of The Brookings Institution, Jane Ad- 
dams, William Leiserson of Antioch College, and Leo Wolman of 
Columbia. Some of the speakers in the psychology group are James 
R. Angell and Edward S. Robinson of Yale, Walter R. Miles of 
Stanford, and Gardner Murphy of Columbia. A group of lectures 
on child development will be given, and later ones on such subjects 
as changes in personality, animal behavior, and industrial applications. 

This is the first time that a series of educational programs of this 
type has been arranged for a nation-wide audience, and it is intended 
that the programs will be interesting and important. Local news- 
papers will carry an announcement of the stations that will broad- 
cast the series. Get them also to announce, perhaps on the radio page, 
that books on these subjects are available at the public library. Pam- 
phlets summarizing the addresses, with questions for study, and refer- 
ences, are on sale for twenty-five cents each, by the University 
of Chicago Press. The success of these broadcasts will be determined 
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largely by the amount of reading which results from the lectures; 
and this in turn depends in great measure upon the alertness of li- 
brarians to seize this opportunity and make the most of it with the 
material in their collections. Librarians should write to the National 
Advisory Council on Radio in Education asking to be put on their 
mailing list for all announcements.

An Eneyelopedia

need not be an artist to determine 


trated. A few simple tests, quickly made, 
will serve your purpose. 


Whether the set is offered you by mail or by sales- 
man, insist upon seeing actual volumes. No matter 
how well known the publisher, never depend upon 
an advertising booklet or “prospectus.” Both are 
inadequate. 

As the librarian you should demand three things 
of the illustrations in any encyclopedia:—First, 
TRUTH; second, ACCESSIBILIT Y—convenience 
for the reader; third, ADEQUACY. 


If “a picture is worth a thousand words” then 
truth in illustration is even more important than 
truth in text. The satisfactory encyclopedia is one 
in which photographs (halftones) predominate, so 
that all pictures may be as true to the subject as the 
camera can record them. In contrast to this princi- 
ple, examine an encyclopedia illustrated largely with 
outline drawings, pen sketches. Even if the artist 
succeeds in conveying an accurate, general under- 
standing with his lines, the tone values and fine de- 
tails of the photograph are lost to you. 


It takes but a 
minute for you to determine whether the illustra- 
tions are incorporated in the text so that the reader 
may have both story and picture before him at the 
same time.
